It was a fantastic campaign, combining 
man of the dramatic features of eariler 
electucal battles, plus elements new to 
U.S. constitutional developments; shrouded, 
toward the end, in an atmosphere of ap- 
parent public apathy that was shattered 
when the voters trooped to the polls. And, 
like most presidential elections, it leaves 
many questions aroused but wnanswered 
during the f.ow of political rhetoric. 

It was close, like 1960. It was long in 
being resolved (despite election machines 
and computers) like 1916 and 1948. And it 
even held, in the impounding of the voting 
apparatus of New York State, a faint echo 
in the Bicentennial Year of that Centennial 
“contested election.” which had to be re- 
ferred to an electoral commission. 

All that recaled the past. But the fact 
that President Ford had won his office 
through appointment to the vice-presidency 
ἸῺ the wake of the conviction of his prede- 
sessor for a felony by a president who in 
turn resigned under heavy fire for the 
Watergate offenses was a new, unhappy 
factor in the struggle; that Mr. Ford came 
so close to election is a tribute to his con- 
duct in redeeming the presidential office, in 
coping with an acute recession and in deal- 
ing with a complex world 

And President-elect Carter? His emer- 
gence from initial obscurity to the highest 
office In the land holds its own drama; 
his success in uniting a party that is often 
at odds with itself and, without proposing 
spectacular approaches to issues, bringing a 


man from the Old South to the White House 
constitute na small triumphs. Doubtless the 
frictions within the Republican party. in- 
spired by its unreconstructed right wing, did 
him no harm. But the fight still went right 
down to the finish line, with no respite—and 
Timmy Carter won. 

What does his victory imply? He will have 
8 Democratic Congress: what he proposes 
wil have a welcoming legislative audience 
and, presumably, a cooperative one, instead 
of the party gap between the Oval Office 
and Capitol Hill that has characterized the 
last eight years. But the campaign brought 
out little in the way of specific programs 
from Mr. Carter. Whether he will be as cau- 
tious as that campaign seemed to indicate 
or as dynamic as Franklin D. Roosevelt, who 
campaigned in much the same way in 1932, 
remains to be seen. Even his supporters 
during the contest credited him with good 
intentions rather than records or particular 
promises of performance. No longer “Jim- 
my Who?” he remains “Jimmy What?” 

Yet for all the tensions and doubts that 
continue after the election, the process itself 
was encouraging Americans did argue, did 
vote in large numbers for their next pres- 
ident. When one looks to the parliamentary 
coup that fastened tighter chains on India 
on the election day of the United States, or 
the military coup that transferred power in 
Burundi the night before, even his opponents 
can welcome Jimmy Carter to the White 
House. A majority of the American people 
chose to send him there.

U.S. Agency Raises Number 
Of Big Banks on Problem List 


By Robert D. Hershey Jr. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (NYT). 
—Kight billion-dollar banks are 
now being carried on the so-called 
problem list of the Federal De- 


year, the banking agency dieclos- 
ed yesterday. 

One of the eight, moreover, 1s 
considered a “serious problem” by 
the agency, which placed neither 
of the two big banks in this sub- 
category last winter. 

FDIC chairman Robert Barnett 
declined comment on the reason 
for this increase, which occurred 
while the problem list as a whole 
climbed by only about 5 per cent. 

He cautioned, however, that 
there is always a lag between 
the time a bank is recognized 
as experiencing some degree of 
financial difficulty and the time 
it goes on the problem list and 
he said this lag was usually longer 
for the large banking organiza- 
tions whose examination data 
takes weeks to analyze. 

Identities a Secret 

Not surprisingly, Mr. Barnett 
refused to identify any of the 
eight nor would he give any hint 
85 to whether there was any 
geographical concentration. As 
of June 30, there were 88 banks 
in the United States with deposits 
of more than §1 billion. 

The PDIC's figures are the 
most comprehensive of any of the 
bank regulatory «gencies since 
they cover all the nation’s 14,700 
federally insured banks, about 98 
per cent of all banks. Of these, 
about 8,900 are directly supervis- 
ed, as well as insured, by the 
FDIC. 

The problem lists of the bank- 


when it was disclosed that Chase 


Manhattan Bank and First Na- 
tional City Bank, now Citibank. 
appeared on the controller's list 
and that 12 of the 50 biggest 
bank-holding companies had been 
Put on a problem list by the staff 
of the Federa] Reserve. 


Real Estate Collapse 

The swollen number of probiem 
banks was attributed to the re- 
cession, which reached its low 
Point in the spring of 1975. Loans 
to finance soured real estate ven- 
tures caused a large part of the 
banks’ financial erosion. 

But the economy has continued 
its uninterrupted expansion this 
year and the overall number of 
Problem institutions, as calculat- 
ed by the FDIC, has grown hardly 
At all 

The agency's list carried 359 
pames in late January, 365 in 
late March, 376 in September and 


368 in early October. It now 
stands at 379. 
Tt is somewhat there- 


fore, that the number of big 
banks in at least mila difficulty 
has jumped so sharply. 

Mr. Barnett seemed not to be 
alarmed about the situation, but 
he made two speeches to industry 
§roups in September in which 
he noted that bank failures since 
1970 affected mar? more deposi- 
tors than previously and suggest- 


“In jus; the last six years,” ne 
told the Kentucky Bankers’ As- 
sociation, “we have seen failures 
of some very large banks, includ- 
ing two with over 51 billion in 
deposits, two of $100 million to 
$500 million anu five between $50 
million and $100 million.” 

This trend, he suggested, called 
for some discussion of the estab- 
lishment of 100-per-cent insurance 
protection for all depositors. Only 
the first $40,000 of deposits is now 
covered.
